The  work  of  arranging  the  lecture  courses,  educational 

classes,  and  entertainments  is  one  of  the  most  vital  and 

important  in  the  work  of  the  Union,  the  large  attendance 

in  the  classes  testifying  to  the  interest,  appreciation,  and 

benefit  felt  bv  the  student  members.

The  best  instruction  is  furnished  each  season  in  the 
classes  in  Languages,  Law,  Arithmetic,  Drawing,  Elo¬ 
cution,  English  Literature,  Debating  and  Stenographic 
Clubs.  In  the  various  languages  native  speaking  teachers 
are  procured. 

Our  entertainments  cover  a  wide  field,  including  the 
drama,  music,  reading,  and  stereopticon  lectures.  These 
are  given  Wednesday  evenings  in  The  Union  Hall  by 
artists  from  carefully  selected  amateur  and  professional 
sources. 

The  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  serve  us  at  these  times 
do  so  gratuitously,  and  their  efforts  are  much  appreciated 
by  the  Board  of  Government  as  well  as  by  the  audiences. 
These  entertainments  are  of  slight  cost,  especially  in 
comparison  with  the  great  pleasure  they  bring  those 
who  benefit  by  them. 

As  often  as  possible,  the  members  of  the  Union  are 
pressed  into  service  upon  these  occasions,  and  their 
appearance  adds  greatly  to  the  pleasure  of  their  friends.

Term,  twenty  weeks,  beginning  Oct.  30,  1905.  One  lesson  per  week  in  each 
class.  Fee,  $1.00,  returnable  (to  Union  members)  at  close  of  term,  less  ten  cents 
for  every  unexcused  absence. 

In  this  “strenuous”  age  the  demands  of  business  are 
so  pressing  that  many  of  our  young  men  feel  a  natural 
inclination  to  devote  their  evenings  to  entertainment 
rather  than  to  education.  Notwithstanding  this  ten¬ 
dency,  however,  our  class  registration  for  the  past  season 
shows  a  decided  gain  over  that  of  last  year,  and  the  work 
has  been  continued,  under  experienced  and  faithful 
teachers,  with  the  usual  success. 

Our  classes  have  been  the  same  as  last  year  with  the 
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addition  of  a  course  of  lessons  under  the  direction  of 
“The  National  First  Aid  Association  of  America, ” 
conducted  by  Dr.  George  L.  Baker,  which  proved  of 
exceptional  interest. 

We  have  been  sorry  to  lose  from  our  corps  of  teachers 
Mr.  William  Lincoln  Smith,  Mr.  A.  E.  Taylor,  and  Mr. 

C.  R.  Nutter,  all  of  whom  have  rendered  excellent  ser¬ 
vice,  continued  in  the  first  two  instances  through  several 
seasons.  These  teachers  have  been  succeeded  by  others 
whose  names  appear  in  our  schedule,  and  who  have 
proved  equally  satisfactory. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  the  welcome  return  of  Mr. 
Cecil  Harper  to  his  class  in  English  Literature,  and  to 
mention  the  increasing  interest  in  the  Civil  Service  Class 
during  this,  its  second  season. 

The  Parliamentary  Class  has  enjoyed  the  services  of 
two  distinguished  leaders  during  the  season,  Mr.  Henry 

D.  Coolidge,  clerk  of  the  Massachusetts  Senate,  and 
Mr.  J.  W.  Kimball,  clerk  of  the  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives.  Under  this  excellent  supervision  the  class  has 
discussed  various  questions  of  the  day  with  vigor  and 
ability,  and  the  following  list  of  Resolves  shows  the  wide 
scope  of  the  debates: —

responsible  for  the  official  corruption  of  the  different  departments 
of  the  United  States.”

Resolved ,  “That  Life  Insurance  Companies  of  New  York  State 
are  well  managed.” 

Rejected. 

Resolved,  “That  the  State  appoint  a  Metropolitan  Board  of 
Police  to  have  charge  of  all  towns  and  cities.” 

Rejected. 

Resolved,  “That  municipal  ownership  of  the  street  railways 
by  the  city  of  Boston  would  be  an  unwise  policy.” 

Rejected. 

Resolved,  “That  municipal  ownership  of  the  gas  and  electric 
plants  would  be  beneficial  to  the  city.” 

Adopted. 

Resolved,  “That  the  Civil  Service  system  is  detrimental  to  the 
public,  and  should  be  abolished.” 

Rejected. 

Resolved,  “That  labor  unions  are  not  a  benefit  to  the  public.” 

Rejected. 

Resolved,  “That  the  present  large  salaries  of  corporation  officers 
are  justifiable.” 

Adopted. 

Resolved,  “That  the  suffrage  should  be  extended  to  women  on 
the  question  of  granting  licenses.” 

Rejected. 

Resolved,  “That  immigration  should  be  further  restricted.” 

Rejected. 

Resolved,  “That  pool  tables,  billiards,  checkers,  dominoes,  and 
other  harmless  games  provided  for  in  church  vestries  would  prove 
a  benefit  to  the  community.” 

Rejected. 

Resolved,  “That  the  Boston  Board  of  Police  Commission  should 
be  elected  by  the  citizens  of  Boston.”

PUBLIC  ANNIVERSARY  AND 
RECEPTION. 

Amid  the  brilliancy  of  electric  lights,  an  abundance 
of  American  flags  and  bunting,  potted  plants  and  flowers, 
all  tastefully  and  effectively  arranged,  the  fifty-fourth 
anniversary  of  the  Union  was  held  on  Wednesday 
evening,  May  24,  1905,  from  eight  to  ten  o’clock. 

The  occasion  was  one  of  delightful  informality,  and 
was  in  the  nature  of  a  promenade  concert,  the  entire 
building  being  thrown  open  to  visitors.  In  fact,  every¬ 
body  was  cordially  welcomed  and  a  large  and  notable

Raymond  String  Quartette  and  the  Apollo  Male  Quar¬ 
tette  divided  the  honors  of  a  vocal  and  instrumental 
programme,  taking  a  peep  into  the  various  class-rooms, 
where  work  in  freehand  and  mechanical  drawing  was 
on  view,  and  last,  but  not  least,  visiting  the  Gymnasium, 
where  a  succession  of  drills  was  given,  as  well  as  an 
informal  exhibition  by  numerous  and  well-trained  ath¬ 
letes  in  light-weight  wrestling  and  other  gymnastic 
feats,  accompanied  by  the  Union  Orchestra,  Ashton 
Lewis,  director. 

The  potted  plants  and  floral  features  were  kindly 
*  donated  by  Mr.  Thomas  F.  Galvin,  and  were  much 
appreciated  and  admired.

One  hundred  and  fifty  periodicals  were  received  dur¬ 
ing  the  year;  i.e.,  twenty  dailies  (of  which  four  were 
duplicated),  seventy-two  weeklies,  two  bi-monthlies, 
forty-nine  monthlies,  and  seven  quarterlies. 

Duplicate  copies  of  the  following  monthly  magazines — ■ 
Century,  Harper’s,  Scribner’s,  Outing,  New  England, 
and  Atlantic — were  bound  in  covers,  prepared  for  home 
reading  as  soon  as  received,  and  kept  in  circulation 
three  months,  members  taking  one  of  these  in  addition 
to  one  volume  at  a  time  from  the  Library. 
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The  record  for  the  year  was  as  follows:  Century ,  339; 
Harper’s ,  370;  Scribner’s ,  350;  Outing ,  205;  New  Eng¬ 
land ,  63;  and  Atlantic ,  76, — a  total  circulation  of

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  keep  an  accurate  ac¬ 
count  of  the  young  men  and  others  who  visited  the  Li¬ 
brary  and  Reading-room  to  consult  the  reference  books 
or  periodicals.  At  times  during  the  winter  months  the 
attendance  has  been  larger  than  ever  before.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  week  beginning  Wednesday,  Feb.  7,  1906,  a 
record  was  taken  of  the  number  of  persons  visiting  the 
Library  and  Reading-room,  and  the  statistics  in  detail 
may  be  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Room  Committee 
on  page  57. 

In  any  library,  and  especially  one  for  young  men,  there 
must  be  something  more  than  books  and  magazines, 
chairs  and  tables.  “There  must  be  an  atmosphere  of 
welcome  and  a  homelike  feeling  that  breathes  freedom 
and  fellowship,”  and  it  has  always  been  the  earnest 
desire  of  the  Committee  to  foster  and  encourage  this 
spirit. 

The  open-shelf  idea, — i.e.,  all  books  directly  avail¬ 
able  for  readers, — which  has  been  in  practice  here  for 
so  many  years,  not  only  insures  quick  service,  but  is  a 
custom  much  appreciated. 

Every  day  during  the  year,  including  Sundays  and 
holidays,  the  Library  has  been  open  from  9  a.m.  to 
10  P.M. 

The  essential  work  of  the  Library,  the  card  catalogue, 
preparing  the  books  for  circulation,  the  shelving,  the 
annual  examination,  and  the  many  activities  that  are 
necessary  from  day  to  day  in  the  administration  of  a 
library  were  carefully  and  systematically  performed. 

Printed  lists  of  new  additions  were  issued  as  supple-

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merits  to  the  Union  Bulletin,  and  manuscript  lists  posted 
as  often  as  new  books  were  placed  on  the  shelves. 

As  the  Library  grows  in  the  number  of  volumes  and 
in  educational  influence,  the  importance  of  keeping  it 
up  to  its  highest  state  of  usefulness  is  fully  realized  by 
our  Committee;  and  they  are  united  in  their  efforts  to 
make  it  a  vital  force  in  the  every-day  life  of  young  men, 
leading  them  to  better  and  broader  things  in  the  ever- 
widening  field  of  knowledge.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 

ROOMS. 

Partly  as  a  matter  of  curiosity  and  partly  to  test  the 
popularity  of  the  Union  Rooms,  it  was  thought  desir¬ 
able  to  gather  some  statistics  of  attendance.  The  week 
comprising  February  seventh  (7  th)  to  February  four¬ 
teenth  (14th)  inclusive,  was  selected  at  random  to  fur¬ 
nish  the  desired  figures.  It  was  found  by  careful  enum¬ 
eration  that  twelve  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty- 
six  people  (12,566),  or  a  daily  average  of  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  ninety-five  and  one-seventh  (1,795-f), 
entered  our  doors,  of  whom  seven  thousand  and  sixty- 
three  (7,063),  or  an  average  of  one  thousand  and  nine 
(1,009),  made  use  of  the  Library.  #hj 

It  is  pleasant  to  note  that  many  make  use  of  the  latter 
room  at  their  leisure  or  noon  hour,  finding  opportunity 
for  improving  or  entertaining  reading  during  the  time 
that  otherwise  might  be  spent  idly  or  unprofitably. 

There  have  been  no  alterations  in  the  building,  save 
the  placing  of  new  bronze  signs  at  the  main  entrance. 
These  were  the  gift  of  one  of  our  Directors,  and  replace 
the  marble  ones,  which  are  transferred  to  the  stage 
entrance  on  Boylston  square.  The  thanks  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  are  due  for  this  useful  and  lasting  donation.  Only 
the  ordinary  and  necessary  repairs  have  been  allowed, 
though  these  require  constant  watchfulness  in  order  to 
prevent  waste  of  our  property. 

Herbert  C.  Bronsdon,  as  Superintendent,  has  contin¬ 
ued  his  faithful  care  over  the  building,  and  has  been 
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ready  at  a  moment’s  warning  to  engage  with  any  emer¬ 
gency  that  might  arise. 

Richard  Ray,  Jr.,  has  maintained  the  efficiency  of  the 
Library,  and  has  carefully  attended  to  those  duties,  as

The  Country  Week  is  one  of  our  most  important  un¬ 
dertakings,  and  was  the  pioneer  movement,  we  believe, 
among  the  many  similar  enterprises  which  now  exist  in 
American  cities.  Lor  more  than  thirty  years  it  has 
provided  summer  vacations  for  Boston’s  poorer  children, 
and  its  unquestioned  benefits  have  constantly  proved 
the  value  of  the  work.  Thousands  of  children  have 
been  cheered  and  strengthened  through  this  happy 
agency,  and  many  men  and  women  are  the  better  to-day 
because  of  the  help  given  them  in  earlier  years  by  the 
Country  Week.

There  was  a  stage  entertainment,  together  with  a  flag 
drill,  singing  by  the  children,  refreshments,  and  the  tree. 

Howard’s  motion  pictures  gave  almost  as  much  de¬ 
light  as  Burke’s  trained  dogs,  and  Mr.  Oliver’s  Santa 
Claus  seemed  the  real  thing  to  the  little  ones. 

Miss  Mabel  LeFavour  led  the  children  in  singing,  and 
they  gave  the  popular  ditties  with  much  enthusiasm 
and  some  music. 

As  the  children  departed,  each  received  a  package 
of  material  comforts,  specially  selected  for  individual 
needs,  and  the  day  closed  on  some  happy  children  and 
a  gratified  committee. 

These  Christmas  festivals  not  only  give  a  day’s  pleas¬ 
ure  to  the  children,  but  provide  many  more  lasting 
benefits,  as  instanced  by  this  extract  from  the  letter  of  an 
appreciative  mother: — 
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“I  must  write  you  a  few  lines  to  let  you  know  how 
thankful  I  am  to  you  for  letting  the  children  go  to  the 
Christmas  tree,  and  the  presents  were  very,  very  nice, 
and  just  what  they  needed,  as  they  were  all  out  of  un¬ 
derclothes,  and  I  couldn’t  get  them  just  now.  I  had  to 
borrow  some  shoes  for  Mary  to  go  to  the  Christmas  tree, 
as  both  her  and  John  had  bad  shoes,  and  I  wanted  them 
to  look  at  least  neat  going  down  there. 

“It  is  the  first  time  they  ever  went  to  a  Christmas  tree, 
and  they  will  never  get  done  talking  about  it.

One  of  the  serious  problems  of  life  is  to  impress  upon 
the  young  man  of  to-day  the  importance  of  developing 
the  moral  and  spiritual  side  of  his  nature. 

There  are  four  important  things  essential  in  the  life 
of  a  complete  man.  The  physical  life  demands  one 
thing,  the  mental  and  intellectual  life  another,  the  social 
life  still  another,  and  the  moral  and  spiritual  life  which 
is  latent  in  every  man  is  constantly  reaching  out,  con¬ 
sciously  or  unconsciously,  in  quest  of  things  that  are 
highest,  truest,  and  noblest. 

It  is  this  problem  that  your  Committee  is  trying  to 
solve  by  placing  before  young  men,  at  the  critical  time 
when  each  is  deciding  upon  his  scheme  of  life,  opportu¬ 
nities  for  moral  and  religious  culture,  which  are  of  su¬ 
preme  importance  in  the  formation  of  character,  and  in 
the  habits  of  right  thinking  and  right  doing. 

Since  April  i,  1905  (except  during  the  months  of  July, 
August,  and  September),  Sunday  Evening  Services  were 
held,  conducted  by  clergymen  of  various  religious  de¬ 
nominations,  to  which  all  young  people  and  the  public 
were  invited. 

These  services  were  non-sectarian  in  character,  and 
designed  to  teach  a  practical  Christianity,  justice,  char¬ 
ity,  self-control,  with  love  to  God  and  love  to  man. 

In  connection  with  the  sermon  or  address  each  evening 
a  choice  programme  of  appropriate  music  was  rendered 
by  the  Male  Quartette,  Philharmonic  Orchestra,  and 
others. 
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One  evening  each  month  was  set  aside  for  a  lecture 
upon  some  topic  of  religious  interest,  fully  illustrated 
by  the  stereopticon,  and  large  and  interested  audiences 
attested  the  popularity  of  these  lectures. 

The  Committee  take  this  opportunity  to  publicly  ex¬ 
press  their  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  clergymen 
and  others  who  have  so  kindly  given  their  valued  ser¬ 
vices,  and  also  to  those  musical  friends  who  have  during 
the  year  favored  the  Union. 

Vesper  Cards  have  been  issued  each  month,  giving  the 
names  of  speakers,  with  their  subjects,  music,  and  other 
information,  which  have  been  widely  distributed  to 
members  and  friends  of  the  Union.

PHYSICAL  CULTURE. 


The  Union  Gymnasium. 

The  Committee  on  Physical  Culture  takes  pleasure 
in  recording  another  prosperous  year  in  this  department. 
The  wide-spread  interest  in  athletic  exercise  and  sports 
of  all  kinds  is  nowhere  more  noticeable  than  in  the  Gym¬ 
nasium,  which  is  now  regarded  as  one  of  the  indispen¬ 
sable  features  of  all  modern  institutions. 

On  April  i,  1906,  there  were  1,166  members  in  the 
Union  Gymnasium,  the  largest  in  Boston. 

The  very  large  attendance,  especially  in  the  evening, 
has  often  severely  taxed  the  floor  space;  but  the  classes 
and  exercises  have  been  so  arranged  that  overcrowding 
has  been  obviated  as  far  as  possible. 

Among  the  new  features  recently  introduced  is  the 
Japanese  method  of  self-defence,  or  Jiu-Jitsu,  under 
the  direction  of  Professor  Uchimura,  a  skilled  exponent 
of  this  difficult  science  and  art. 

Classes  have  also  been  formed  in  fencing,  under  Pro¬ 
fessor  Ranlett,  and  in  boxing,  under  Mr.  Everett  F. 
Parks. 

The  Union  Gymnasium  Base-ball  Team  continued 
its  games  last  summer  with  local  and  suburban  clubs, 
and  gave  a  good  account  of  itself. 

The  Committee  has  several  other  new  improvements 
in  mind,  which,  however,  must  be  deferred  until  an 
enlargement  of  the  building— a  pressing  necessity — will 
admit  of  their  being  carried  out.

R.  WOODBURY, 
Medical  Director  of  the  Union  Gymnasium. 

Boston,  March  31,  1906. 

This  year  the  nine  thousand  mark  has  been  passed, 
as  nine  thousand  and  ninety  Union  Gymnasium  members 
have  been  examined  by  the  Medical  Director  since  the 
Gymnasium  was  first  opened. 

Accurate  and  full  records  of  all  these  examinations 
have  been  made,  and  they  have  been  kept,  and  now  are 
a  valuable  part  of  the  equipment  of  the  Medical  Direc¬ 
tor’s  office.  Their  value  consists  not  only  in  showing 
what  this  office  has  done  for  the  Gymnasium  and  its 

j 

members,  but  also  in  what  it  can  do  for  those  who  avail 
themselves  of  its  privileges;  and  every  Union  Gymnasium 
member  ought  to  use  this  privilege. 

A  large  fund  of  instructive  and  usable  knowledge  is 
contained  in  this  collection  of  records,  and  the  experi¬ 
ence  which  the  Medical  Director  can  bring  to  the  gym¬ 
nasium  member  should  help  him  in  getting  larger  bene¬ 
fit  from  his  work  in  the  Gymnasium.  With  a  right 
knowledge  of  his  physical  needs  and  how  best  to  make 
the  Gymnasium  meet  these  needs  saves  much  valuable 
time  and  energy.  For  want  of  that  knowledge  enthu¬ 
siasm,  as  well  as  time  and  energy,  are  oftentimes  wasted; 
and  the  beneficial  results  which  a  man  anticipates  and 
needs — and  he  knows  he  needs  them — do  not  appear. 

Every  Union  Gymnasium  member  ought  to  make  an 
appointment  to  meet  the  Medical  Director  immediately 
upon  joining,  and  get  a  right  start;  for  so  much  depends 
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upon  the  way  one  begins  his  gymnasium  exercise,  par¬ 
ticularly  if  he  is  an  over  active  and  hard-driven  business 
man  or  a  young  and  growing  boy. 

The  past  year  a  large  number  of  men  and  boys  were 
examined  before  taking  up  their  work  and  play  upon  the 
gymnasium  floor,  and  the  benefit  which  came  to  them 
has  been  all  they  hoped  it  would  be,  and  more. 

During  the  year  a  large  number  of  candidates  for 
the  Civil  Service  Examinations  for  the  municipal  police 
and  fire  departments  availed  themselves  of  the  privi¬ 
leges  of  this  office,  which  offers  them  the  opportunity  to 
try  all  the  tests  which  are  required  in  those  examina¬ 
tions.

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  VI. 

“ Duties  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

“It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors, — 

“First,  To  provide  for  the  use  of  the  Society  suitable  rooms, 
centrally  located  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

“Second,  To  provide  and  keep  in  said  rooms  such  books,  peri¬ 
odicals,  and  newspapers  as  will,  in  their  judgment,  promote  the 
object  of  the  Society. 

“Third,  To  make  such  arrangements  for  social  religious  exer¬ 
cises  as  they  shall  deem  practicable  and  conducive  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  Society.” 


A  BRIEF  HISTORICAL  SKETCH  OF  THIS  SOCIETY. 


jgjj  The  Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union  was 
instituted  in  1851,  and  incorporated  under  its 
present  name  in  1852. 

Sept.  17,  1851,  fifty-four  years  ago,  the  foundation 
of  this  society  was  laid. 

After  a  successful  existence  of  twelve  years,  its  work 
was  temporarily  discontinued,  in  consequence  of  the 
interruption  caused  by  the  Civil  War. 
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REORGANIZATION,  Afril  15,  1868. 

The  work  was  resumed  again  in  1868  under  its  present 
auspices,  and  rooms  were  provided  at  No.  12  West 
Street.  These  soon  proving  too  small  for  the  pur- 
1868  Poses  society,  larger  ones  were  taken 

in  the  fall  of  1868  at  what  was  then  300  Wash¬ 
ington  Street,  corner  of  Suffolk  Place,  where  the  whole 
building  above  the  first  floor  was  eventually  occupied. 

These  premises  also  proving  inadequate,  it  became 
necessary  again  to  move  and  enlarge  the  accommoda¬ 
tions.  A  suitable  lot  of  land  having  been  found,  a 
public  appeal  was  made  in  the  spring  of  1874  for  funds 
with  which  to  purchase  the  land  and  erect  a  building 
for  the  society.  By  the  generosity  of  its  friends  the 
necessary  amount  with  which  to  begin  the  work  was 
speedily  secured. 


NEW  BUILDING. 

The  corner-stone  of  the  new  building  was  laid  at  noon 
of  Sept.  16,  1875,  in  the  presence  of  members  of  the 
1875  Trustees  and  of  the  Board  of  Government, 
and  of  a  large  number  of  interested  friends. 


COMPLETION  AND  DEDICATION. 

The  present  building  was  completed  and  dedicated 
to  the  use  of  the  Union  March  15,  1876.  By  the  muni- 
1876  ficent  legacy  of  eighty  thousand  dollars  from 
the  late  Joseph  B.  Eaton,  a  Life  Member, 
supplemented  by  the  generous  gifts  of  many  friends, 
the  society  was  enabled  in  1879  (December  10)  to  hold 
its  building  free  from  all  indebtedness. 

The  enlarged  facilities  not  only  increased  the  power 
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of  the  Union  in  various  fields  of  benevolent  work  at 
home  and  abroad,  but  the  greatly  augmented  member¬ 
ship  tested  the  building  to  its  utmost  capacity. 


ENLARGEMENT  AND  REDEDICATION. 

In  1882,  on  account  of  the  constantly  increasing  mem¬ 
bership  of  the  Union,  and  the  growing  and  pressing 
need  of  still  larger  accommodations,  the  society  found 
1883  that  buying  was  still  n°t  spacious  enough, 
and  an  enlargement  was  deemed  necessary. 
An  appeal  was  made  to  its  numerous  friends,  who 
promptly  responded;  and  the  addition  to  the  building 
was  made  and  dedicated  May  28,  1883. 

The  extension  has  a  frontage  of  seventy-two  jeet  on 
Boylston  Square ,  so  that  now  the  Union  Building  has 
light  from  all  four  sides,  and  covers  over  eleven  thousand 
jeet.

J  *  an  extent  as  possible,  a  home  for  young 
men;  to  offer  every  possible  attraction  in  the  shape  of 
books,  papers,  games,  pleasant  companions,  evening 
classes,  public  religious  services,  lectures,  amateur  and 
musical  entertainments,  and  other  means  of  instruction 
and  recreation. 

Without  losing  sight  of  its  special  work,  the  Union 
has  always  been  ready  to  discharge  its  duty  to  the  com¬ 
munity  by  such  general  benevolent  work  as  may  come 
within  its  scope. 

In  this  branch  of  outside  work  the  officers  have 
been  greatly  assisted  by  members,  and  committees  of 
ladies  who  have  labored  indefatigably  and  success¬ 
fully.  Among  these  special  objects  may  be  mentioned 
the  “Christmas  and  New  Year’s  Festival  for  Needy 
Children,”  the  “Rides  for  Invalids,”  and  “Country 
Week”  for  poor  children. 

In  addition  to  these  are  the  occasions  when,  at  times 
of  disaster  abroad,  the  Rooms  have  been  made  a  depot 
for  the  receipt  of  contributions,  and  a  source  for  the 
distribution  of  relief. 

The  building  is  very  centrally  located, 
being  situated  on  Boylston  Street,  corner 
of  Tamworth  Street,  near  Tremont  Street 
overlooking  the  Common,  and  has  also  a  frontage  on 
Boylston  Square,  with  an  entrance  opposite  Washington 
Street. 

It  is  open  to  light  and  air  on  every  side,  is  near  the 
entrance  to  the  subway,  corner  of  Boylston  and  Tremont 
Streets,  and  nearly  all  the  various  lines  of  electric  cars 
either  pass  the  door  or  near  by,  on  Tremont  and  Wash¬ 
ington  Streets.

It  contains  the  desk  of  the  Curator,  Librarian,  and 
Book-keeper,  and  facilities  for  checking  the  garments 
of  members.  It  is  also  supplied  with  tables  for  checkers 
and  dominos,  a  Briggs  Bagatelle  Table,  and  the 
leading  Boston  daily  newspapers  on  file. 

The  business  of  the  society  is  here  transacted,  strangers 
and  others  desiring  information  are  received,  and  such 
attentions  are  afforded  as  are  in  the  power  of  the  Union 
to  furnish. 

It  is  estimated  that  in  the  more  active  season  (Octo¬ 
ber  to  May)  from  1,600  to  2,200  young  men  and 
others  visit  the  Union  Rooms  daily. 

The  room  is  open  every  day,  including  Sundays 
from  eight  o’clock  a.m.  to  ten  o’clock  p.m.

The  Library  Room  has  a  capacity  for  from  forty 
thousand  to  fifty  thousand  volumes,  and  is  the  largest 
reading-room  in  Boston,  with  the  exception  of  the  Public 
Library,  being  one  hundred  and  twelve  feet  long,  and 
having  five  thousand  feet  of  floor  space. 

Members  can  at  all  times  take  books  from  the  shelves 
and  read  them  in  the  room,  the  Library  thus  becoming 
so  attractive  that  many  are  induced  to  spend  their  time 
in  reading  who  would  not  do  so  unless  the  books  were 
placed,  as  it  were,  in  their  hands.  Books  can  be  taken 
for  home  reading  by  having  them  charged  at  the  Li¬ 
brarian’s  desk.

The  improvements  in  1883  added  nearly  three  thou¬ 
sand  feet  of  floor  space,  so  that  it  is  now  one  of  the  lar¬ 
gest  and  most  complete  of  the  gymnasiums  in  this 
country. 
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It  is  136  feet  in  length,  and  covers  6,200  superficial 
feet,  exclusive  of  dressing-rooms,  or,  in  all,  over  10,000 
feet. 

It  is  provided  with  bath-rooms,  large  dressing-rooms, 
and  with  a  great  variety  of  modern  apparatus  of  the 
most  approved  patterns. 

The  dressing-rooms  are  fitted  with  commodious 
lockers,  both  free  and  private,  a  slight  charge  being 
made  for  the  latter;  and  the  members  are  entitled  to 
the  use  of  the  shower,  sponge,  douche,  needle,  and  tub 
baths,  which  are  provided  with  hot  and  cold  water.

It  is  fur¬ 
nished  with  folding  seats,  neatly  upholstered  in  leather, 
and  is  capable,  with  the  gallery,  of  seating  five  hundred 
and  two  people. 

There  is  a  ticket  office  on  the  street  floor,  which  may 
be  used  in  connection  with  this  hall,  when  desired.

improved  m  1883,  is  thirty-six  leet  wide 
and  thirty-nine  feet  deep,  with  a  proscenium  twenty-one 
feet,  and  is  the  largest  private  stage  in  the  city.  It  is 
provided  with  a  modern  asbestos  fire  curtain. 

The  Union  Hall  was  redecorated  in  1904,  and  is  ad¬ 
mirably  adapted  for  concerts,  lectures,  and  dramatic 
performances,  for  which  it  is  provided  with  new  and 
appropriate  fireproof  scenery.  It  is  thoroughly  venti¬ 
lated,  and  has  the  incandescent  system  of  electric  light¬ 
ing.  Connected  with  the  stage  are  large  and  convenient 
anterooms  and  dressing-rooms,  with  a  separate  entrance 
from  Boylston  Square. 

The  hall  is  used  for  religious  services,  lectures,  en¬ 
tertainments,  and  other  public  purposes  of  the  society, 
and  is  also  let  for  similar  purposes,  when  not  used  by 
the  Union.

The  Employment  Bureau  aids  members,  and  others, 
in  getting  employment.  No  charge  in  any  way  is  made 
for  this  service.  All  persons  who  can  furnish  employ¬ 
ment,  or  who  know  of  vacancies  to  be  filled,  confer  a 
great  favor  by  communicating  with  this  Bureau. 

The  Boarding  House  Department  endeavors  to  pro¬ 
vide  good  boarding  places,  at  a  moderate  price,  for 
those  desiring  them. 

A  Committee  on  Churches  provides  members  with 
seats  in  any  church  oj  the  city  which  they  desire  to  attend , 
jree  or  at  a  moderate  expense,  and  renders  such  other 
services  as  are  in  its  power. 

A  Committee  on  Clothing  attends  to  the  distribution 
of  clothing,  given  for  the  purpose,  to  worthy  young  men 
needing  such  assistance. 

A  Committee  visits  and  cares  for  members  when 
sick. 

Benevolent  and  charitable  work  of  various  kinds  is 


carried  on  by  committees  of  members  of  the  Union 
and  the  Ladies’  Committee. 

A  Committee  on  the  “Country  Week”  sends  poor 
children  into  the  country  for  vacations  of  ten  days  or 
a  fortnight. 

The  “Invalid  Rides”  Department  furnishes  car¬ 
riages  for  drives  in  the  suburbs,  to  convalescents,  in 
the  hospitals  and  elsewhere.

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian 

Union. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Title. 

This  society  shall  be  called  the  “Boston  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Union.” 


ARTICLE  II. 

Eligibility  of  Members. 

All  young  men  of  good  moral  character,  and  claiming  to 
believe  in  the  truths  of  Christianity,  without  distinction  of 
sect  or  party,  shall  be  eligible  as  members  of  this  Society; 
but  no  person  shall  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Society  who 
has  not  been  a  member  for  the  period  of  one  year,  at  least, 
previous  to  such  meeting. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Admission  of  Members. 

Members  may  be  admitted  in  such  manner  and  on  such 
conditions  as  the  Board  of  Government  may  prescribe. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Annual,  Subscription,  and  Life  Members. 

All  persons  qualified  as  before  named,  who  shall  be  ad¬ 
mitted  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  shall,  upon,  the  pay- 
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ment  of  one  dollar  annually,  become  and  continue  members 
of  this  Society;  upon  the  payment  of  five  dollars,  or  more,  an¬ 
nually,  shall  become  and  continue  subscription  members; 
and  all  persons  so  qualified  and  admitted,  who  shall  pay  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  in  five  or  less  annual  instalments, 
shall  become  life  members  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  Board  of 
twelve  Directors,  who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  from  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Society,  and  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Gov¬ 
ernment.  At  the  annual  meeting  in  the  year  1898,  four 
directors  shall  be  elected,  each  to  serve  three  years;  four 
directors,  each  to  serve  two  years;  and  four  directors,  each 
to  serve  one  year;  and  at  each  annual  meeting  thereafter 
four  directors  shall  be  elected,  each  to  serve  three  years. 

Immediately  after  the  annual  meeting  in  each  year  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  and  organize,  and  shall  choose 
from  their  number  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary, 
and  Treasurer  of  the  Society,  for  the  ensuing  year.  All  the 
above  officers  so  elected  shall  serve  for  the  terms  respectively 
'  named,  and  until  their  respective  successors  are  elected. 

Vacancies  occurring  from  any  cause  in  the  Board  of  Di¬ 
rectors  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Government,  and 
any  director  so  elected  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  annual 
meeting  and  the  election  of  his  successor. 

Vacancies  occurring  in  the  offices  of  President,  Vice- 
President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  shall  be  filled  for  the 
remainder  of  their  terms  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Board  of  Government  shall  have  power  to  appoint, 
subject  to  their  direction,  such  other  officers  and  commit¬ 
tees  from  among  the  members  as  they  may  deem  expedient.

ARTICLE  VI. 

Duties  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors, — 

First ,  To  provide  for  the  use  of  the  Society  suitable  rooms, 
centrally  located  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

Second ,  To  provide  and  keep  in  said  rooms  such  books, 
periodicals,  and  newspapers  as  will,  in  their  judgment,  pro¬ 
mote  the  object  of  the  Society. 

Third ,  To  make  such  arrangements  for  social  religious 
exercises  as  they  shall  deem  practicable  and  conducive  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  Society. 

Fourth ,  To  induce  the  members  of  the  Society  to  con¬ 
nect  themselves  with  some  of  the  religious  societies  in  the 
vicinity,  according  always  to  their  denominational  prefer¬ 
ences,  and  especially  to  seek  out  and  impart  information, 
and  render  aid,  assistance,  and  encouragement  to  those  who 
come  as  strangers  to  the  city,  striving  to  guard  them  against 
temptation,  to  surround  them  with  Christian  influences,  and 
to  interest  them  in  the  cultivation  of  a  religious  life. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

Meetings. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  for  the  choice  of  offi¬ 
cers  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April ;  and 
other  regular  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednes¬ 
days  of  July,  October,  and  January.  The  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors  may  call  other  meetings  of  the  Society  from  time  to 
time;  and  they  shall  call  such  meetings  whenever  requested 
so  to  do  by  the  written  application  of  any  seventeen  mem¬ 
bers,  stating  the  purposes  for  which  such  meeting  is  to  be 
held;  said  meetings  to  be  called  in  such  manner  as  the  said 
Board  may  deem  expedient,  Having  previously  given  reason¬ 
able  notice  thereof.  Seventeen  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  of  the  Society  for  the  transaction  of  business. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 


Permanent  Fund. 

The  Board  of  Directors  may  transfer  such  of  the  funds  of 
the  Society  as  they  may  think  best  to  a  Permanent  Fund, 
may  appoint  five  trustees  to  control  such  fund,  and  shall  at 
the  time  of  such  appointment  determine  the  character  of  the 
trust  by  an  instrument  in  writing.  Vacancies  occurring  at 
any  time  hereafter  in  the  number  of  said  trustees  shall  be 
filled  by  the  remaining  members,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  time  being. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Amendments. 

These  articles  may  be  added  to,  altered,  or  amended  at 
any  regular  meeting,  or  special  meeting  called  for  the  pur¬ 
pose,  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  such  additions,  alterations,  or  amendments 
shall  have  been  proposed  in  writing  at  one  meeting,  at  least, 
prior  to  that  at  which  they  are  to  be  acted  upon. 


BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  GOVERNMENT. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Meetings. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Government  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month.  Special  meet¬ 
ings  may  be  called  at  any  time,  by  order  of  the  President, 
Secretary,  or  any  two  Directors.  The  Secretary  sjjall  notify 
members  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meetings. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Standing  Committees. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  in  each  year,  eight  stand¬ 
ing  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  who 
shall  be  under  the  authority  and  subject  to  the  direction 
of  the  whole  Board;  and  the  reports  of  the  various  committees 
shall  be  first  in  order  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 
The  committees  may  appoint,  subject  to  the  approval  and 
ratification  of  the  Board,  such  sub-committees  from  among 
the  members  of  the  Society  as  they  shall  deem  fit,  provided, 
however,  that  each  sub-committee  shall  be  subject  in  its 
action  to  the  committee  of  the  Board  to  which  it  is  subor¬ 
dinate.  The  eight  committees  shall  be  constituted  as  fol¬ 
lows: — 

i.  Committee  on  Finance. — They  shall  have  charge  of 
the  financial  affairs  of  the  Society,  and  shall,  with  the  Treas¬ 
urer,  devise  ways  and  means  for  procuring  funds,  obtaining 
donations  and  assessments,  investing  the  same,  and  super- 
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intending  all  disbursements.  They  shall  audit  the  report  of 
the  Treasurer  before  it  is  submitted  to  the  Union  at  the 
annual  meetings. 

2.  Committee  on  Lectures,  Classes,  and  Entertain¬ 
ments. — They  may  provide  for  courses  of  lectures  or  single 
lectures;  shall  organize  and  have  supervision  of  all  clubs 
and  classes  formed  for  instruction  or  discussion,  except 
classes  for  religious  study  and  discussion;  and  shall  have 
general  supervision  of  all  entertainments,  both  public  and 
private. 

3.  Committee  on  Library. — They  shall  have  the  gen¬ 
eral  charge  of  all  matters  connected  with  this  department. 
They  shall  purchase  such  books  for  the  Library  and  Study, 
and  obtain  such  newspapers  and  other  periodicals  as  they, 
deem  expedient. 

4.  Committee  on  Rooms. — They  shall  have  the  general 
charge  of  the  rooms,  and  shall  take  especial  pains  to  intro¬ 
duce  strangers  visiting  the  city. 

5.  Committee  on  Members. — They  shall  organize  means 
for  increasing  the  membership  of  the  Society,  and  shall 
have  the  general  supervision  of  the  admission  of  new  mem¬ 
bers. 

6.  Committee  on  Benevolent  Action. — They  shall 
organize  means  for  providing  strangers,  and  others  in  want, 
with  employment,  with  good  boarding-houses,  with  seats  in 
churches,  and  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  all  works 
of  benevolence  and  reform  undertaken  by  the  Union.  . 

7.  Committee  on  Public  Worship  and  Religious 
Study. — They  shall  have  charge  of  all  measures  for  public 
religious  worship  undertaken  by  the  Union,  either  within  or 
outside  of  the  rooms  of  the  Society,  and  shall  have  the  super¬ 
vision  of  all  classes  formed  for  religious  study  and  discussion. 
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8.  Committee  on  Physical  Culture. — They  shall  have 
the  general  charge  of  the  gymnasium  and  athletic  sports, 
and  other  measures  for  promoting  the  health  of  the  mem¬ 
bers. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  present  to  the  Board  a  Monthly  Re¬ 
port  showing  the  condition  of  the  finances.  No  money  shall 
be  paid  by  him  except  by  the  authority  of  the  Board,  or 
approval  in  writing  of  some  member  of  the  committee  under 
whose  direction  the  expenditures  were  incurred. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Annual  Report. 

The  Board  shall  present,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society,  a  detailed  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  insti¬ 
tution  and  of  its  operations  during  the  preceding  year. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Reports  of  Committees. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  committees  to  keep  a  detailed 
account  of  their  proceedings,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  to 
place  the  same,  with  the  reports  of  their  sub-committees,  in 
the  hands  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Amendments  to  By-laws. 

The  foregoing  By-laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Board,  providing  two-thirds  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  present  assent  thereto;  but  no  alteration,  addition,  or 
amendment  shall  be  adopted  at  the  same  meeting  at  which 
it  is  proposed. 

The  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  ex  officio ,  shall 
have  the  supervision  of  all  printing  and  advertising. 
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
